The models must be in by 
June 30, 1890, when each contractor is to re- 
ceive $250, and ninety days thereafter $500, 
paking$750 for the model. The struggle of 
Ihe Lick Trustees with high art is one of the 
most comical developments of a civilization in 
^hich wealth comes too fast for culture. 
Heaven will be more than ordinarily kind to 
pan Francisco if that city is spared aD infliction 
l>f statuary to which our Bolivar will be a 
masterpiece.
